DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


Notes on Meeting held iv the Town Hall on Wednesday, 13 December attended by Clirs Todd (chair), Brewer, 
Clarke, Clinch, Colley, Cosgrove, Drake, Fisher, Flux, Hill, Lee, Oddy, Stevens and Swash. Coun Cllr Matthews 
and Dist Clir O’ Sullivan were also present. 

MATTERS ARISING: Clir Colley asked that future minutes should reflect clirs’ discussions more clearly than 
they do at present. . 

CAPITAL SCHEMES: The Clerk reported on clirs’ order of priority for new schemes. After discussion they 
agreed to set aside £15,000 for the Clifton play area levelling works (£1,500), repairs to Town Hall (£5,000), repairs 
and repainting of Church Clock (£5,000) and street lighting improvements (£3,500). Cllr Hill to prepare a report on 
the possible provision of public toilets; PC to press OCC for improvements to Clifton Road footpath and, at Cllr 
Brewer’s suggestion, to offer the CC a loan towards the cost of a proper path. Cllr Colley agreed to bring pressure to 
bear on CC for the path, by encouraging Clifton residents to mount a vigorous letter-writing campaign. 

PRECEPT: Following a request under a special resolution to re-open the debate on the setting of the Precept, clirs 
agreed on a 50% Precept to help finance the new Capital Schemes. This is the equivalent of £12 per house, based on 
band D properties. 

RECREATION & GRANTS: 1. Clir Drake reported on a proposal by the Woodland Trust for a community 
woodland at Bloxham Bridge. PC to give notional support by agreeing to the Clerk acting as post-box for pledges 
and providing Town Hall free of charge for public meeting. 2. Request for £50 grant from Parent & Toddler Group — 
to help with rent and equipment. Group to be asked to complete a fresh application as original had gone astray. 
ENVIRONMENT: 1. Budget for Kill Your Speed signs to be increased by £64 to pay for two extra posts. 2. 
Original estimate for the number of granite sets for High Street/New Street footpath was too great. As PC paying £2 
per metre towards cost, Clerk to ensure surplus materials will return to Parish, for possible use beside cemetery water 
trough and outside Tuckers. 3. Letter about uneven paving in Church Street and Market Place to be passed to OCC. 
4, CDC’s tree preservation expert has inspected all trees in Hempton Road. Further inspections to take place and 
report to follow. 5. Cemetery fees to increase from 1 April, the first rise for three years. More details from Clerk. 
PLANNING: 1. Application to reduce height of conifers at The Maunds, High Street. No objection. 2. Revised 
plans for bungalow, rear of 1 Chapmans Lane. Strong objections as it would be backland development and cause 
extra traffic. 3. Outline application for house at Clifton Mill. Objections as it would be backland development, 
highly visible across the valley and a dangerous access: PC called for detailed application. 4. Cllr Cosgrove 
reported on his attendance at a meeting to inspect the site at Upper Heyford. 

PC FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & Bingley @ 6.7%); £120,00 (Treasury Deposit @ 6.125%); £12,969 (4. 15% @ 
14 days notice); £8,116 (overnight @ 3.375%). Total funds: £591,085. 

CORRESPONDENCE: The Clerk read a large number of letters on subjects which included a successful visit to 
Holland by the Parish Church Choir, notification that CDC is consulting OCC on traffic management in Earls Lane, 
a request for volunteers from North Oxfordshire Carers to contact the Manager at Alexandra House, Church 
Passage, notification of a change of licence at the Kings Arms to Mrs Susan Oddy, a request for paving beside the 
cemetery water trough and details of recycled waste from the Deddington depot from July to October: 11.5 tonnes of 
glass, 6.7 tonnes of paper and 0.2 tonnes of steel. There was also a request for overnight accommodation for 
volunteers over two or three weekends while they tidy the trees and undergrowth at the Castle Grounds. 

ANY OTHER URGENT BUSINESS: Cllr Swash expressed concerns over unauthorised parking in the entrance to 
The Grove. It has already caused problems for ambulances and as elderly people live there it is vital the PC do 
something to resolve the situation. Clerk to write to OCC and ask them to deal with it. 

MEETING CLOSED at 9.45pm.

Apolegies: Cllr Mrs Fisher. i 
BADMINTON By prior arrangement, Frank Shaw, Badminton Club Treasurer, addressed PC on the Club's 
difficulties, and answered questions. Costs - chiefly Windmill Centre charges, subscription to Oxfordshire 
Badminton Association, and expendables such as shuttlecocks ~ are overtaking revenue. Membership, currently 
24, has been as low as 17, from a peak of 50. Mr Shaw focused on two objectives: financial stability and 
improved relationships. The first of these could be helped through parity of charges with Deddington's other 
sports clubs and with other badminton clubs in the area, and/or through a grant from Parish funds; the. 
second, through discussion, explanation and understanding. Cllr Flux, Windmill Committee Chairman, pointed 
out that clubs using the Windmill Centre's outdoor pitches paid, in addition to the fee, their own 
maintenance costs, whereas those using the building did not. Nor was the Badminton Club always limited to 
the hours actually paid for. In the interests of better relations, a meeting will be held [SEE DIARY] with 
all user clubs to discuss problems and future requirements. [SEE ALSO ITEM ON RECREATION AND GRANTS, BELOW, 
AND POSTRAG] 
RESPONSE TO RURAL WHITE PAPER PC reaffirmed support for a coordinated transport policy and preferred ‘real’ 
policemen to special/parish constables. 

RECREATION AND GRANTS 1. PC was sympathetic towards the Badminton Club's application for a grant of £600 
for equipment, expendables and fees, and agreed in principle to help the Junior Club. However, the request

should be seen in the wider context of the Windmill Centre's return on capital investment. This will he an 
agenda item at the March PC meeting, when all the relevant facts will be available for discussion. 2. The 
Mums and Tots Group had applied for a grant of £500 towards improved facilities, toys and equipment stock 
and the toys “lending library". PC declined and encouraged the Group to raise money themselves 3. A general 
application from the Warriner School farm for funding, tc replace former grants from.Central and Local 
Government, was declined. 4. Gaveston Gardens PC accepted revisions to pathway through public open space 
and noted that Pergimmon are not required to maintain the site after the first» year, PC to discuss 
responsibilities with CDC. 5. Woodland Trust scheme deadline for joint-funding of a 9.5-acre wood in 
Deddington has been extended tc 29 February [SEE ENCLOSED LEAFLET]. Parish Clerk to write conveying concern 
that the Trust had taken no account of queries and suggestions raised at the initial meeting, and repeated 
at the second, notably about costs and siting. Of the £9,000 required from local sources, £2,000 has been 
pledged so far. ‘ 

ENVIRONMENT 1. New St/High St footpath works are unsatisfactory. Clerk to write to OCC, 2. Dexters 
Restaurant wish to place a sealed 100-year time capsule under the Town Hall. Capsule contents would be 
provided by local businesses, which would also donate £30 each to Katharine House Hospice. PC asked for more 
information. 3. PC agreed to provide a salt/grit bin in central Deddington: cost of £100 to include 
refilling in perpetuity. 4. To help OCC meet their responsibilities over the Clifton footpath, PC has 
formally offered a 5-year £20,000 loan. 

PLANNING & PROPERTY Revised application for permission to develop Deddington Mill is open to the same 
objections ag before; PC opposition is unchanged. 
PRIVATISATION OF CAPITAL SCHEMES ‘Clerk to chtain quotes now for the approved 1996/97 projects - street 
lighting improvements, Clifton play area levelling works, Town Hall repairs, Church Clock 
repairs/repainting. Estimated total cost £15,000. 

STRUCTURE PLAN OCC sought "the flavour of local council's views" on proposals for "some limited development 
(say 3% to 5%) of the housing stock over the ten years from 2001 to 2011." In line with Deddington Parish 
Appraisal, PC holds firmly that there has already been more than enough development. PC will be represented 
at Planning Forum on 14 Feb to discuss future of the former airbase at Upper Heyford. Rumoura that a 
Wimpey/Taylor Woodrow Consortium already owns the site are unconfirmed. 

INVESTHENT OF PARISH FUNDS £450,000 at 6.7% variable until May 1997; £110,000 on Treasury deposit at 6% 
fixed; £8 111 at 2.625% om 14 days notice; £7,775 at 3% overnight.

PLANTING FOR TOMORROW 


Considering the short notice there was a lively attendance at the 
Public Meeting on 10 January to discuss the Woodland Trust's 
proposed woodland creation at Bloxham Bridge as part of (perhaps 
"first of") their 200 Woods-on-your-doorstep Millenium scheme. 
Just to recap, of the estimated total cost of approx. £80,000, about a quarter is 
for the land, a quarter for the woodland creation and half for its maintenance in 
perpetuity. Half the cost will be met by the Millennium Commission, the remainder 
by grants (including £12,500 from the Cherwell DC) providing we (Deddington) can 
raise £9000. You should already have received a leaflet soo this; a second is 
enclosed with this issue showing the deadline has been extended to 29 February. 
The Woodland Trust, now in its 25th year, manages over 720 woods covering nearly 
25,000 acres in the UK - two of the woods already with the backing of the Cherwell 
DC in Oxfordshire. 
At the public meeting there were various suggestions that the Bloxham Bridge site 
was too far, too wet, too expensive. A suggested different site might be 
considered under a separate scheme. Others shared the views expressed by a 
correspondent on p8. Perhaps the sanest contribution was “Let's forget ourselves 
and think of the future!" 
We are not talking of a pretty park but of restoring a whole habitat to the 
countryside: several thousand trees and all the plants, shrubs, birds, mammals, 
insects that go with it. A place in which we all, but especially Deddington's » 
children, can participate, way, way beyond the year 2000.

THE SLEEPING BEAUTY reviewed by Norman Stone 


Beauty may have slept for 100 years, but the entire audience was wide awake for the 
whole of the final performance of this year's pantomime at Deddington's Windmill 
Centre. How we hissed the lusciously diabolical Bad Fairy and relished the matter-of- 
fact humour of the Good ditto! I£ the small children on stage captured our hearts, 
they were rivalled by the small children in the auditorium who captured the sweets 
that cascaded down and had a high old time answering the questions fired at them. The 
rumbustious comedy of the two Nurses got us all going - oh! yes it -did! - while the 
awful jokes of a hefty suitor got us groaning. Princesses and other pretty girls sang 
prettily, courtiers were courtly and royals were regal. In fact, the entire cast, from © 
villagers to principals, so obviously enjoyed themselves that their gusto carried us 
along with them. Sets, costumes and props helped enormously, and among many special 
effects the projected’‘Hedge of Thorns was perhaps most memorable. 

Well written and well produced, The Sleeping Beauty had enough local allusions to 
tickle those in the know and, happily, no references to TV soap operas. The extra, 
magic, ingredient was teamwork. On stage, backstage and front-of-house, about 50 
people must have been involved. Each is due a share of the credit for a show that kept 
us in great good humour well beyond the last curtain call. 

A suggestion that might help make next year’s panto even more enjoyable - write the 
scene changes, and scene changers, into the script.

The village pantomime is over for another year. For most of you, at least those 
who came to see it, we hope it brought an hour or two of uncomplicated pleasure and 
entertainment. I wonder if you realised how complex an activity amateur dramatics 
really is. If you bought a programme, you might have noticed that there were 23 
different names in the cast list and 28 in the production team. Even taking into 
account the fact that some appear in both lists I am sure you will concede that co- 
ordinating the efforts of such a big group is quite complicated. And that number 
does not include those who worked on the performance evenings ‘front of house! and 
providing refreshments. 

We are proud that we manage to involve such a wide cross-section of our community. 
Our youngest performer celebrated an eighth birthday during the run of the show, 
and our oldest is well beyond her eightieth! We had representatives of all three 
villages in the parish ... and four from further away, and our needs called upon an 
interesting variety of talents. We are especially grateful to Deddington's 
artistic community for filling the void left by Alan Gibb's departure and painting 
our scenery. You don't need to be stage struck to join in an amateur production;

What's more, if you join us, we can guarantee you 
will meet a greater variety of your fellow citizens than you will in most other 
village organisations.

FROM THE EDITOR'S POSTBAG 


A letter from JILL CHEESEMAN, 37 THE DAEDINGS is too long to publish in 
full and we apologise for editing it. The writer expresses surprise/frustration at 
several items in the December DN: (1) The Editor's comments regarding democracy in 
Deddington (pl) (2) The PC Notes reporting the Badminton Club believes ‘they should 
have special rates (p2) (3) Windmill Committee Chairman A.F.F. Flux's statement on. 
outdoor clubs' fees (p14) (4) The Editor's appeal for letters (p15). . 


Jill Cheeseman writes "I have recently copied two letters, addressed.to the PC, to 
the DN. I know of a letter dated 20 October addressed to DN from another outdoor 
club. DN Has chosen to print none of them. ’ 
Mr Flux's statement exactly covers the point which the Badminton Club has tried to 
bring to the attention of the PC and DN readers. Groups such as the Cricket Club 
and Tennis Club have unlimited use of relevant outoor facilities, in addition to 
their respective pavilions, centre changing rooms and lounge, at an inclusive £450. 
Badminton Club has use of the main hall for a total of 5% hours per week plus use 
for matches and we are being charged a minimum of £770 for the current season. 

We have never asked for special rates but simply parity with other clubs using 
facilities at the centre. Why is it not possible for Badminton Club to have a 
single negotiated charge at a similar level to other clubs? The only occasion when 
we ‘over-run' are when matches are played. It is difficult to determine how long — 
these will take. We use little or no heating and do not need use of the lounge. 
I.do not believe these matters have been dealt with democratically by DN or PC.”

DOWN ON THE FARM 


The sheep are now settled in to their lambing quarters and look very 
contented, The new building has allowed us to house all the ewes at one go and 
this will save time when feeding and the fields will not get poached by the sheep 
or cut up by the tractors, The day to day management will be a lot easier and any 
problems can be seen and dealt with. With the mild early winter weather we did not 
have to start to feed hay until Christmas and now we shall have enough to 'see us 
« through'. The ewes have been ‘condition scored’ to assess the amount of body fat 
each has. Those with a low score are penned together and given extra feed to im- 
prove the birth weight of their lambs and improve milk yield. All the ewes have 
been vaccinated against clostridial diseases and will pass some antibody protection 
on to the lambs through their milk. ; , 
The crops all look well for this time of the year with no major problems showing up 
as yet. With the mild weather of the last few weeks the grass leys that were 
planted last autumn have put on some growth so with a bit of luck we may get a 
‘nice bite' to put the ewes and lambs on to. 
We have now sold all but some 200 tons of last harvest's crops and with rent day 
looming this will go in the next month or so.

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THE WAY WE_ WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for November 1845: 

8th NOVEMBER ~ Called on Mr. Spurrell (the Curate) and had a long conversation with 
him about all that occurred between Franklin and himself during the last fortnight 
at the Sunday School - all the circumstances were most painful to me - and he was 
very severe, unfairly so I think, against poor Franklin - I told him my mind. 

12th NOVEMBER - I heard from Mr. Bury respecting Holford and his capabilities - a 
very satisfactory account. 

13th NOVEMBER - Answered Mr. Spurrell's last letter to me ~ I gave him notice to 
quit the curacy on the ist July 1846, notice to commence from January lst 1846. 
14th NOVEMBER ~ Heard from Mr. Spurrell in answer to my letter - a very uncourteous 
‘and unsatisfactory reply. Called at Jenny Knibb's and ordered some pudding pies 
for the Fair. 

19th NOVEMBER - Attended a Vestry meeting about filling up the Town pool. It was 
carried by a large majority of votes that the pool should be filled up - much to 
the chagrin and disappointment of certain parties present. 

20th NOVEMBER - Susan so unwell poor dear that we sent for Mr. Turner who ordered 
her a large blister on her chest as she was evidently suffering severely from 
bronchitis. 


NEWS FROM HEMPTON.

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 

Fire Calls 1995 : During the last month of 1995 we received 16 calls, which were: 4 
chimney fires; 1 road traffic accident; 2 malicious false alarms; 6 false alarms 
with good intent; 1 false alarm electrical defect and 2 calls to stand by at other 
stations. This brings the total for 1995 to 221, which is less than in 1994. This 
may seems strange in a year when every other station was well up on the number of 
calls, but it is due to two things: firstly, because of County Council cuts the 
pre-determined attendance to various premises was reduced so we no longer attend 
automatic alarms at places such as the Horton General Hospital and Bloxham School 
and secondly, due to insufficient crew the station has had to be taken off the run 
for considerable periods of time. 

Recruiting : The Recruiting Leaflets we delivered on 17 December to nearly every 
house in the village have to date yielded two tentative enquiries which we will 
follow up. Hopefully these will improve the crewing situation. 

Resignation : Unfortunately, owing to a change in employment and other reasons 
Jonathan Haines has resigned after 18 years' service. We are very sorry to lose 
him, will miss his dry wit and sense of humour and wish him well for the future. 
Fire Calls 1996: What fire calls? As I write this on Saturday 20 January we have 
received only 5 calls. These were: 1 cooker fire; 1 chimney fire; 1 horse stuck 
in the river at Adderbury; 1 false alarm with good intent and 1 ‘call to stand by 
at Bicester Fire Station.
